“Let all nations walk every one in the name of his god,” i.e.

| The solicitude of Judaism is entirely directed to the preserva- 
ion and invigoration of its intensive power, the animation of 
 teligious elements internally ; but to force its convictions upon 
others, or systematically to recruit or press for its belief, Judaism 
considers as much beneath its dignity, as it is unjust and adverse 
lo the natural liberty of mankind. | | 
_It cannot, therefore, be proved against Judaism, notwithstanding 
the long period of its religious existence, and the many revolutions 
uring that time, that it ever degraded itself by proselytism. 
Nay, his religion does not only prohibit the Jew from all Con- 
‘ersion-mania, from every kind of soul-hunt,”* but he is strictly 
*tjoined to dissuade strenuously, even those who, at their own free 
will, offer to embrace Judaism, to remonstrate energetically and

absurd but also irreligious; for perfidy against one’s belief, for — 
the sake of vile, despicable, worldly purposes, is the basest, most 


ignominious high-treason which a man can possibly perpetrate. 
Therefore,as, according to the axioms of Judaism, God, in all 


His manifestations, aims only at the promotion of virtue, it is 


consequently incumbent upon us, once for all, to regard every 


religion which is essentially conducive to morality—although we | 
do} not subscribe to it—as a Divine institution; to grant her a 


heavenly mission; to yield her our esteem; not only to refrain 
from disrespectfully slighting their particular statutes or dogmas, 


and carefully to forbear treating her confessors with intoleronce ; 


but also to contribute, by diffusing harmony, good will, and concord 


between the manifold creeds, to the adoration and glorification of 
our Universal | 


them; yet the Bible, which gives most faithful reports of every thing, and 
_hever throws a cloak over the faults and wroags committed by the Jews, 


does not record a single occurrence of the sort. 


The Gibeonites, terrified by the success of the Israelites in their wars, 
prayed for peace: their reauest was granted, yet conversion to Judaism was 


not among the stipulations, Jos. ix, 1—15. Rah. | : 
Under the banners of David, Israel made splendid conquests, (2 Sam. v. 
25; viii. L—11; x. 19); and Solomon's supremacy extended over ak the 


princes, from the land of the Philistines to the frontiers of Egypt; and all 
_ these vassals paid him tribute as their protector (1 Kings v. 1,), and yet 


we do not find a single trace of a proposal being made to any nation, to 


_ abrogate the religion they inherited, in favour of Judaism. 


** Observe, for instance, the vigorous objections which Naomi offered to 


her two daughters-in-law, who intended to embrace Judaism; and Orpab, — 


who did not feel so much interest for it, was actually induced to relinquish

clearly to explain to him that, by becoming a Jew, he not only stakes his _ 
temporal happiness, but, likewise the welfare of his soul, 


‘His temporal happiness he must renounce beforehand, in consequence 
of the Jew at present being every where slighted, oppressed, and treated 
with contempt; but he also hazards his peace of mind and his souls well- 
being ; because, from that moment, he of his.own. free will and choter, 


undertakes obligations the fulfilment of which were not incumbent upon — 


him hitherto, without being, on that account, excluded from the general 
salvation, or needing even to apprehend the least punishment ; and then only 
when the convert, notwithstanding all remonstrances, and dissuasions, 
desires admittance to Judaism, the compliance with his request may be 
granted, if arising out of pure religious feelings.”’—Talm, Tebamoth 47 a, 
Maim.in Josur Viah, § 13, 14; Ritual-Codex Toreh Deah, § 268, 2; and 
Midrash-Rabbah to Ruth i.

value of time, conferred on them by their Supreme Creator. 
And if there be any duty incumbent upon a spiritual pastor to

their transgression, and to the house of Jacob their sins,” and se- 
riously to advise them to a speedy and sincere repentance, After 


these premises, the reverend lecturer took for his text the 15th _ 


verse of the 89th Psalm, which runs thus,—nyiin 


‘1 “Blessed is the people that shall know the 
friendly sound; they shall walk, O Lord, in the light of thy coun- | 


tenance.”
